from my sister, I’m doomed to become rotten spoiled. Dr. 
Harvey Sigmond tells me the cast will have to remain on my 
leg for three months! That is the reward of virtue(?)! I had 
been at the home of Bertold and Hedwig Breisacher for Shabbos 
supper. I took the Delaware St. bus from 24th St. to go to 
Temple! And the accident occured right in front of Temple. 
Dr. Nathan Stern, my physician, gave me an injection against 
tetanus. (I have learned so many new words since I was hit.) 
He assures me my health and my appetite are both in good 
condition. I'll probably roll home when I get out of St. Vincent’s 
hospital. I'll be so fat from grand food.

But that 
part of France came under German rule and he escaped with 
his family and settled in Lyon. The last word, until recently, 
received from Mr. Fuchs was in October, 1942. Then he sent 
his sister word that he and his family were well and that he 
had contacted the parents of Max Salomon, his brother-in-law, 
and found them also in good health. No further word was 
received for more than two years so you can imagine how the 
message of Nov. 22 was received by the Salomons. Mr. and 
Mrs. Max Salomon came to Indianapolis, June 16, 1938. I met 
them very soon after their arrival.

PITTSBURGH—Almost anything is likely to happen when the 
£00 some odd delegates meet here Sunday for the three-day American 
Jewish Conference. 

Not only is there a new group formed, espousing the calling of 
a new assembly with broadened scope, but in addition there has 
heen considerable realignment, so that the old blocs which domi- 
nated the first convening may not be recognizable. The new bloc, 
called the Independents, is said to be gaining adherents daily. 

In addition, it must be taken into account that there are fully 
100 new delegates, some elected by their local communities to re- 
place others, some named by the national Jewish organizations. 


What Is Body’s Future? 

The one question uppermost in everybody’s mind as the delegates 
begin to arrive here is on the future of the Conference. It seems 
quite likely that even with a minimum of change in the scope of the 
Conference, it will remain an active body until after the delegates 
elected to represent American Jewry at the peace tables report back. 
That may mean a period of anywhere under five years, depending 
on what kind of peace machinery is set up by the Allies. 

Then too, it must be remembered that the smoldering resent- 
ment against the national Jewish organizations for holding the Con- 
ference in strict control, may burst out into open rebellion. Most 
delegates recognize that only by fighting the national organizations 
will the demand for broadening the scope of the body be realized. 

The current demands for this enlargement of the field of ac- 
tivity for the conference take the form of going back to the indi- 
vidual communities and asking for a new mandate. Very likely the 
national Jewish organizations will fight this demand, or better, try 
to throttle it before it gains any headway, for it will jeopardize their 
authority in fields which each has staked out for himself. 


Too Much Competition 

There is the feeling here also that the many national Jewish con- 
ventions held recently throughout the country topped by the World 
Jewish Congress emergency conference last week, have detracted 
from the interest in the present sessions. 

At least one-half of the sessions will be thrown open to discus- 
sion from the floor. which will eliminate the criticism of the first 
session that the delegates had practically no say whatsoever. 

The session will open at 2:00 p. m. at the William Penn Hotel 
with the reports of the three co-chairmen of the Interim Committee, 
to be followed by reports from the Commissions on Rescue, Pales- 
tine and Post-War. 

The session is scheduled to conclude on Tuesday evening. There 
will be no outside functions of any kind; the entire time of the ses- 
sion will be devoted to the transaction of thé plenary and com- 
mittee. meetings.

Jewish people only will be ac- 
commodated in the home for 
the aged. It will offer a chapel, 
library, recreation room and 
quarters for physical and occu- 
pational therapy.

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The Sickness Called Writers 


UCH has been written to 

explain the recurrence a- 
mong the Germans of their old 
and bloody hobby of extermin- 
ating the Jews. But it has been 
an oblique writing. Looking on 
the _ blood-drenched massacre 
writers have continued to dis- 
cuss the political holes in the 
Nazi ideology. During the time 
or the massacre of 1940 onwards 
I have read every day vibrant 
disputations on almost every 
subject except Germans. Our 
soldiers are allowed to fight 
Germans as fiercely as they can. 
But our writers are not allowed 
to discuss them. Not allowed! 
Who dares stop our writers? 
Wheel him out of Congress to 
pillory! 

But he is a hydra-faced vil- 
lain, who stops our writers. He 
is anti-Semitism and he is Sem- 
itism. He is also what the psy- 
chiatrists call “ambivalence”’—a 
secret love of the thing one 
hates. Half of our most rabid 
anti-Nazi journalists are secretly 
infatuated with the Germans. 
That is the way of many writers: 
there is too much sickness in 
them to make them of any use 
in a Cause. 

The villain who halts our pens 
is also called by the name Good 
Taste. Virtue is to an ugly 
woman what good taste is to a 
stupid man—a _ false riches. 
Writers who are too timorous, 
too vacuous, too thin-hearted ,to 
set to paper anything but the 
dullest of matters are usually 
full of the greatest of pride. 
They are proud of not writing. 
This pride in not being able to 
say anything is flaunted by all 
the votaries of good taste. They 
are obviously not people’ to 
tackle the Germans. 

Nor are the anti-Semites. 

As for the Jews who hold 
back, I will not say too much 
about them. They are full of 
many foolish ways of deadening 
the sting of German hatred. Too 
timorous to fight the enemy, 
they try to minimize him, by 
lessening him as a horror. Cow- 
ardice must always turn a back, 
either its own or its enemy’s. 

There are a few writers who 
concern themselves with a deep- 
er look at the Germans than is 
to be found in the shifty and 
ambivalent eye of our political 
commentators. They see that the 
Germans are not evil politicians, 
but evil men. They see that the 
Nazis are not a street full of 
bad boys who have led the noble 
Germans astray—but the start- 
ling unmasking of all Germany. 
They see that a cancer flour- 
ishes in the body of the world 
and in its mind and soul, and 
that’ this cancerous thing is 
Germany, Germanism, and Ger- 
mans. 

They see the disease but they 
are its superiors, not its eradi- 
cators. The disease inspires 
them only to stick out their own 
chests. Looking on evil, such 
writers devote most of their 
energies to examining their own 
virtues. They are Narcissus who 
carries only a mirror into bat- 
tle. And thus we have had an 
outburst of _ self-love in our 
country that has sickened our 
soldiers when they see it in the 
movies or hear it over the air. 
The Germans have this minor 
flaw—they are able to inspire 
nobility in people who are not 
entirely entitled to it. 

More irritating than the saints

who preen themselves in the 
presence of evil, however, are 
thoes writers (and readers) who 
cling to reasonableness at all 
costs, usually at the cost of 
reason itself. It is the fancy of 
such cud-chewers that not los- 
ing your temper makes you a 
philosopher at once. Most of 
the intellectual Jews I know are 
of this high-falutin’ ilk. They 
desire to be “fair” to the Ger- 
mans. 

I can understand this intel- 
lectual “fairness” of the Jew. 
It is often found in Jews in 
search of a way out from un- 
comfortable Jewish emotions— 
pain and vengeance; and in 
search also of a more comfort- 
able identity. This identity they 
find equally in the clouds of 
“philosophy”: or in Russian Com- 
munism. As “philosophers” they 
can escape the gnawings of an- 
ger. They do not have to respond 
then to the Germans as vicarious 
victims or men of righteous 
violence—both moods being dif- 
ficult for attenuated souls. It 
it easier to tut-tut like Aris- 
totle’s son than to hurl rocks 
like the descendant of Judas 
Maccabaeus—even mental rocks. 

Even much easier than the 
flight into “philosophy” is the 
simple journey into Commun- 
ism. Here there are concrete and 
human pleasures to embrace. 
The Jew, as a Communist, grad- 
uates from worrying about the 
enemies of Jews. He can enjoy 
the nobler anger against the en- 
emies of man. He can escape 
his personal pain by disdaining 
the murder of three million 
Jews as being unimportant— 
compared to the wider injustices 
practised against hundreds of 
millions of workers by the cap- 
italist system. And he can 
wangle out of Communism 
something even more soothing to 
his battered Jewish spirit. He 
is able to look on the Germans 
not as today’s murderers, but 
as tomorrow’s Communists. 
They are, therefore, not enemies 
at all, but friends in the making. 
Thus he has lessened the horror 
of the Germans for himself and 
at the same time provided him- 
self with a perfect future. To 
boot, in achieving all these 
things he has had the satisfac- 
tion of not thinking like a Jew, 
but a Russian; of not belonging 
remotely to any Jewish situa- 
tion but to a much more positive 
and more socially (as well as 
mentally) desirable one—the 
Communist situation. 

I have no great criticism of 
this pogrom-acrobat who has 
landed safely on the _ radical 
stage. He is often a valuable 
battler in that important cause. 
He gives to it the heroism and 
talent that he is incapable of 
giving to his own kind. His 
cowardice is not quite like the 
cowardice of our important and 
wealthy Jews who turn their 
backs entirely on the Germans 
or who hide in the folds of the 
American flag. (God knows 
what they hide there.) I am not 
for vilifying these or any other 
Jewish non-combatants. It is a 
little foolish to berate sick peo- 
ple for not running and leaping. 

The “fair-mindedness” of writ- 
ers (and readers) who are not 
Jews is more ‘disturbing because 
they make our majority of 
“thinkers.” They are the ones 
who are elegantly proud of 
keeping a cool head amid dis- 
aster. It may be that they are 
reluctant to attack something 


evil as evil because they are 
secretly related to it. This may 
account for the eagerness with 
which they hunt down the vil- 
lian’s hidden virtue. 

When such writers (and read- 
ers) contemplate so horrid a 
disaster as Germans, they like to 
turn it over and look at all 
its sides; observe Beethoven, 
Goethe, Maternal Instincts, Bru- 
derschaft, Thomas Mann, and 
the discovery of 606 (by a Jew). 
This is a most unscientific way 
of studying a disaster, this con- 
templating of its undisastrous 
sides. It is like poring over the 
love letters of a murderer. 


Borgia With a Coo 


I remember doing this myself 
once as a young reporter. A vol- 
uptuous young woman of Chi- 
cago had slain a dentist in his 
office. I arrived with the police 
to find the shapely slayer still 
kneeling over the dentist’s body. 
She held an emptied revolver in 
her hand and was moaning, win- 
ningly, “Oh, I love him. Oh, I 
love him so.” 

This declaration fascinated me. 
I spent much time with the un- 
happy girl in her cell discussing 
the ins and outs of love and 
hearing from her the long tale 
of wrongs done her by the wick- 
ed dentist. He had refused to 
marry her on finding out (in a 
hotel room) that she was not a 
virgin. This narrow-mindedness 
had shocked the young woman. 
She asked me, tearfully, how 
could a man scorn someone who 
adored him because of some 
foolish and forgotten accident in 
her past? She allowed me to 
read the ardent correspondence 
that had passed between them, 
and I shed a tear beside Juliet. 
To the day she was sentenced 
to imprisonment for life, I con- 
sidered this young woman a ro- 
mantic figure, a poor sweet 
creature driven to murder by 
greatness of her love. 

I was astounded three years 
later to read one morning that 
my heroine had tried to stab to 
death one of the guards in her 
prison. My editor, who consider- 
ed me an authority on this case, 
due to the reams of misinforma- 
tion I had already offered our 
readers, ordered me to rush to 
the scene. The young woman re- 
membered me gratefully. She 
wept again for amorous wrongs 
done her, this time by the prison 
guard. The lecherous turnkey 
had seduced her by words of 
love, unmeant. She had discover- 
ed that his affections had strayed 
to a newcomer, in durance for 
having beaten her child to 
death. What could she do but 
what she had done, she cried. 

When I left the prison it oc- 
curred to me that this young 
woman was a murder—and that 


I had been taken in by her 
other talents. 
I am not taken in by _ the 


other talents of the Germans. 
That they exist, is obvious. But 
they are the talents of human- 
ity. They are the talents that 
make human being and not 
those that make Germans. 

Our reasonable thinkers are 
always assuring us that it is a 
sin against reason to condemn 
a whole people as evil when 
only a part of their soul is at 
fault; since it is obvious that, 
in addition to being murderers, 
they are also music lovers and 
very efficient with test tubes. 

I am not interested in the 
Germans as musicians or scien- 
tists because you do not have 
to be a German to be either. To 
be a murderer, bold and gleeful, 
you have to be a German. It 
is in this specialty my interest 
lies. The tiger is of the cat fam- 
ily but we do not woo him with 
a saucer of milk and consider 
his kittenish charm—not all of 
us, anyway. The Germans are 
members of the human family, 
fully equipped with legs, lungs, 
arms, eyes, philosophers, and a 
modicum of reason. But I bring 
no saucers of milk, and I am

When the hall was cleared by 
the police action, the uproar 
continued outside, the Arabs dis- 
tributing printed copies of their 
spokesman’s talk. The leaflets 
carried a statement saying that 
they had been specially prepar- 
ed for the meeting.

I am 
thinking of something similar to 
the Cecil Rhodes Scholarships. I 
am especially concerned that the 
younger generation of scientists 
shall take the lead in this cul 
tural exchange.”

IONISM is dynamic, self-propelling movement, and with the fall 
Z of the dark curtain over Europe, its leaders have sought out 
new lands and new people to conquer for Palestine—and have found 
them. The story of these new Zionist conquistadores is a compli- 
cated, vivid and imaginative one, which began a quarter of a century 
ago. I heard for the first time about what has been done for the 
cause of Palestine in the lands south of the border last week, when 
Leib Jaffe, one of the directors of the Karen Hayesod told me of 
the half million Jews who live in those exotic countries still only 
half known, half-understood by us. 

Leib Jaffe himself is perhaps one of the most unique figures 
in contemporary Zionism, and yet somehow he is typical of the 
many men who gave their lives and talents to a cause which de- 
manded and demanded and is still slow to reward. A poet of no 
mean standing, Leib Jaffe has become one of the outstanding mis- 
sionaries of the Keren Hayesod in the world. His home in Palestine, 
he has spent most of his life traveling throughout the five con- 
tinents—teaching to various Jewries the doctrine and the purpose 
of the Keren Hayesod: that money be given to Palestine in the 
spirit of Jewish taxation, not in the spirit of charity, that educa- 
tional and organizational work go hand in hand with fund rais- 
ing, that the men and women who go to Palestine be fine, resource- 
ful, intelligent young people who know something of the history 
and the struggle into which they have chosen to precipitate them- 
selves. And he has done it well. Now he is in New York, waiting 
for a chance to go back home—to Jerusalem. ; 

He told me of the strange and different problems the Keren 
Hayesod met with in Latin America. Of the hardships of language, 
of origin, of the difficulties of travel that met the first pioneers in 
the old-new continent. He told me of the ‘lost Ten Tribes, as he 
described the Jews of the remote countries down Mexico way. Of 
the Sephardic Jews, the Oriental Jews, the European Jews, and 
the new refugees. And above all, lack of a mutual tongue for 
Spanish and English, Hebrew and German, Yiddish and Portugese 
are all needed in order to awaken these large communities and bring 
them nearer to the realization of “One World—One People,” and to 
tell teem the tale of modern Palestine. 

But the work in Latin America was started a generation ago 
by the Keren Hayesod—and is still nowhere near the end. And Mr. 
Jaffe shook his handsome, greying head and said to me, “Think of 
what it will mean—21 friendly republics to back us, half a million 
Jews to help us—a whole new youthful continent to befriend us.” 
And so the work goes on. 

Last year a Latin American Committee was established at the 
offices of the Jewish Agency for Palestine in New York, directing 
the political wark which continues endlessly. Who are these “mis- 
sionaries” who go out to Latin America and seek out the Jews 
and teach them a new faith, help them reconstruct Jewish com- 
munities, create pro-Palestine committees. Well, there are people 
like Leib Jaffe, who has been close to the heart and soul of Zion- 
ism for many years, who is known as one of young Palestine’s 
finest poets, one of the architects of the Keren Hayesod, and. one’ of 
the pioneers of the Palestinian movement. There are people like 
Yrs Runim, pretty young college graduate, in her early thirties, 
who went to Colombia last year—armed with good faith, hope, a 
knowledge of Spanish and Latin American geopolitics, Jewish his- 
tory and some of the diplomatic corps in that country. And made 
good—adding Colombia to the roster of countries friendly to Pale- 
stine. 

There are people like Louis Lipsky and Dr. Solomon Goldman 
and Mrs. Archibald Silverman. And there are scores of tireless, 
energetic Latin American workers. From Brazil to Chile, from 
Uruguay to Peru, from Ecuador and Mexico. There are mute 
Jewries in Latin America, there are countries where Zionism is 
frowned on and there are no Jewish schools, there are countries 
where poverty and primitive roads and impassable mountain bar- 
riers have made travel and communications hard for this new 
Good Neighbor policy. 

But the Weren Hayesod which first sent its delegation from 
Jerusalem some 25 years ago has done it before and can do it again. 
Leib Jaffe said so and I am inclined to believe him, for foremost 
among Zionist leaders he knows the heartaches and disappointments 
and gratification of working in virgin soil and breaking ground in 
new countries. And a friendly, pro-Zionist, Palestine-educated Latin 
America is after all an easier dream to fulfill than a Jewish State 
in Palestine, and yet even that will come true one day. Great cen- 
ters of Jewish life and culture were silenced and wiped out dur- 
ing the past dread ten years, and now people like Mr. Jaffe who 
refuse to see their dream obliterated, have found a new center.

Oregon Council President Says 
Article in Post Not True Picture 


To the editor: 

There has been brought to my 
attention an article appearing 
in The Jewish Post under date 
of Nov. 3, entitled “Zionist- 
Council Fight Bitter’, and in 
this connection as one who is 
pleased to serve as President of 
our local Council and also as 
one who was born in this city 
and. whose forbears have lived 
here over eighty years. allow me 
to state that I do not believe 
that the subject matter of your 
article gives a very true picture 
of Jewish life in this commun- 
ity. 

I don’t know who your in- 
formant is, but when he makes 
a statement that “something 
must be done—before they slash 
each other’s throats and ruin 
everything for everybody”, it 
certainly is not a very temperate 
or true picture of conditions 
which actually do exist here. 

It is true that we have founé- 
ed a local chapter of the Amer- 
ican Council for Judaism, and 
will make every effort with all 
means at our disposal to pre- 
sent our views both to the Jew- 
ish and non-Jewish public of 
this community. 

In your article you refer to 
three of our prominent mem- 
bers to the effect that they have 
used their financial position in 
this community to influence un- 
fairly the newspapers of our 


city, and also in, a later para- 
graph you mentioned something 
of the “wealthy assimilationist 
class”. Since when has it been 
necessary to apologize for hav- 
ing been successful in a business 
way and to have accumulated a 
certain amount of this world’s 
goods? 

In my contact with Zionists, 
both of the temperate and of 
the more rabid type, I have yet 
to find where the possession of 
wealth or influence barred any- 
one from membership in that or- 
ganization, or that the honor- 
able use of such means for the 
advancement of the _ Zionist’s 
cause was frowned upon by 
those responsible for the promul- 
gation of Zionist propaganda. 

Please understand the above 
is written only in a kind and 
fair spirit with the thought that 
because a group of men “and 
women have honest and strong 
views regarding a matter that 
vitally affects Jewish life in this 
country and _ throughout the 
world, that they should not be 
subjected either by innuendo or 
direct statement to the implica- 
tion that their motives and 
means are not honorable and 
ethical.

Wis hear that Soviet author 
ities are now discussing the 
possibility of establishing a Jew- 
ish Republic, but not in Biro- 
Bidjan. ... This does not mean 
that the expansion of Jewish set- 

tlement in Biro-Bjdjan 
INSIDE will be discontinued. ... 
RUSSIA It is known that the 

Kremlin was _ consider- 
ing setting up a Jewish Republic 
in the Volga district, in the sec 
tion from which all the Volga 
Germans were deported soon 
after the Nazi invasion when it 
was established that they were in 
contact with Nazi Germany.... 
This plan was laid aside, however, 
for certain reasons which cannot 
be disclosed at present. ... There 
was also talk recently about pro- 
claiming the Crimea a Jewish Re- 
public. ... But for the time being 
it does not look as if the Crimea 
is destined to be the Jewish Re- 
public which Moscow would like 
to establish. . . . The section of 
the USSR best fitted, both politic- 
‘ally and geographically for the 
establishment of a Jewish Repub- 
lic would perhaps be Besserabia. 
... This territory, now regained 
from Rumania, has been the home 
of hundreds of thousands of Jews 
for generations both under Czar- 
ist Russia and under Rumania. 
... At one time, Jewish leaders 
in Rumania even suggested that 
the friction which existed for the 
last twenty-five years between 
Russia and Rumania over the 
Bessarabian issue could be avoid- 
ed if Bessarabia were proclaimed 
a Jewish “buffer state” between 
Rumania and Russia. ... Ru- 
mania, it was argued, could then 
send all her unwanted Jews to 
the Jewish State in Bessarabia, 
while Soviet Russia would have 
nothing to fear from Bessarabian 
Jewish State since the Jews in 
Bessarabia were known to be pro- 
Russian because of the anti-‘Semi- 
tism which prevailed in Rumania. 


Speaking of the possibilities of 
the establishment of a Jewish 
State outside of Palestine, Zion- 

ists may be inter- 
INSIDE _ ested in inform- 
PALESTINE ation now reaching 

Washington that 
Russian missions have, been busy 
during the past few months in 
the Near East “currying favor 
with the Arabs.” ... The staff of 
the recently opened Soviet lega- 
tion in Iraq is reported to he 
larger than other Allied legations 
there. ... And the first secretary 
of Russia’s impressive legation in 
Egypt is a Moslem, which is only 
natural. . .. It is believed that 
Russia will be interested in sup- 
porting the Zionist demand for 
the establishment of a Jewish 
State in Palestine only if the 
British continue to support the 
formation of a pan-Arab Federa- 
tion. . . . A Jewish State would 
then be beneficial to Russia’s in- 
terests in the Near East since it 
could counteract the effects of a 
British-controlled Pan-Arab Fed- 
eration. ... If, however, no pan- 
Arab Federation is formed, then 
Russia would prefer to spread its 
influence gradually from Iran to 
Iraq, from Iraq to Syria, from 
Syria to Palestine. ... And in this 
case Moscow’s policy may be not 
to take a hand in the Palestine 
issue at all, leaving it to Britain 
and to the United States. 
Significant is the fact that for 
the first time, Arab groups in 
Syria last week addressed an ap- 
peal to Stalin asking him to sup- 
port the Arab viewpoint on Pal- 
estine.

T this moment of history I think it is 
about time to celebrate a prophet who 

to fame is quite forgotten. Yes, an authentic 
prophet shouldn’t be allowed to fall into obliv- 
ion, and this one certainly has been proved by 


events. 
Yet as I apply my 
fingers to this’ type- 


writer in order to cele- 
brate the prophet’s- mem- 
ory in this literate way, 
I feel embarrassed: I 
don’t know the prophet’s 
name! On my first day 
as a reporter, long ago, I 

5 = learned that it is import- 
ant always to have the name of the person you 
are writing about. Prophets especially are 
supposed to have names by which to be prop- 
erly catalogued in their due order; like Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Micah, Habakkuk, Zephenia. 

So I must give my prophet a name for the 
convenience of history. He shall be called 
Henry, though, having been a native of Ger- 
many, he was more than likely Heinrich. Any- 
way, he shall be Henry from now on. 

Henry was none of the bearded prophets. As 
I remember, he was, in his time, identified as 
being no more than a mere kid about 18 years 
old. Nor was he an intolerable prophet in the 
obnoxious class of those who go about with 
acid countenances, like the one who set the 
bears against the children. No! Henry was a 
smiling lad who could wisecrack as smartly as 
any one in accordance with the manners of 
the youth of his day and generation. 

His legend was current from mouth to mouth 
among Jews all around the world in or about 
the year after Hitler took over in Germany. 
Things were looking awfully bad in the world 
and Henry’s prophecy was unction for every 
distressed soul. It warmed every heart that 
shivered in the dreadful chill and people said 
yes, everything’s going to turn out all right, 
after all. 

Henry was a Jewish boy in Germany who so 
far had escaped the demoniac wrath that was 
for boys in Germany whose fathers and grand- 
fathers, mothers and grandmothers were Jew- 
ish. Some four years were still to pass before 
the full, hot flame would consume all Jews. 

It was Chanukah time and in Henry’s house 
the occasion was being observed in the ancient 
way, just as if the fact of Hitler hadn’t so 
horribly impringed itself on Jewish life in 
Germany. They were lighting the candles 
every evening during the eight days. A new 
gang of pagans had taken over the temple, 
you might say, but WHenry’s people were 
philosophically celebrating the restoration of 
the old temple just the same. 

In accordance with ancient practice the mem- 
bers of Henry’s family had exchanged gifts 
and Henry himself had received a nice, new 
‘necktie. In Henry house there was a festal air 
which was provided by some of the few gas- 
tronomic luxuries still purchaseable by Jews. 
This is to say, figs, dates, nuts and candy. 

(The sweetness of a fig, eaten to celebrate 
the end of an ancient persecution back in An- 
tiochus’ time, caused Henry’s father to smack 
his lips,in a philosophical way and to remark 
on the happy ending that finally catches up 
with evil-doers.) 





Well, it was the evening of the fifth candle 
that Henry went for a walk in Berlin. He was 
wearing his new necktie proudly. He strolled 
on the grand boulevard Unter-den-Linden, 
turned into this street and that and came 
finally to the Sportspalast. He was not mo- 
lested all the way, since he was a blonde con- 
trary to the ordinances of the Nazi fhthropolog- 
ists who said that only Aryans could be blondes. 
Therefore, he was allowed to walk all the way 
to the Sportspalast as one who looked like a 
privileged Aryan who could walk anywhere 
without being bashed on the head. 


He entered the Sportspalast into the midst 
of a great Hitler rally. Hitler himself was 
speaking. Citizens may at this point recall the 
events that transpired after Henry had settled 
himself pretty well up in front in the Sports- 
palast: How he smiled disrespectfully even at 
the moment when every other mind had turned 
avidly upon Jews, Hitler having just said, 
“Now let us comsider the Jewish problem;”

Hitler was sentencing Judea to death? Henry’s 
answer was full, free and frank.

Recently when I used the 
phrase “economic royalists” in 
describing the American Jewish 
Committee, I got one of the 
worst beratings I’ve ever receiv- 
ed.

News. Naturally this doesn’t 


prove the point, but my thesis 
was then that generally it could 
be said that the Committee repre- 
sented the more prosperous Jew- 
ish element in the United States 
and as such thereby reflected the 
sentiments of the conservative 
group. It should be pointed out, 
however, that the American 
Jewish Congress has embarked 
on a like program to that de- 
scribed by Rabbi Weinstein with 
a like sum of money. 

_ “I have just received the news 
“that the American Jewish Com- 
mittee is about to ser up a dis- 
tinguished staff of research ex- 
perts under the direction of the 
eminent sociologist, Dr. Max 
Horkheimer, to achieve a scien- 
tific approach to anti-Semitism 
in order to effectively counter-act 
anti-Semitism. This appears to 
me a most injudicious use of the 
resources of American Jewry. 
The money used for this study 
could be much better used either 
in direct relief for persecuted 
Jews. in strengthening the inner 
resources of the Jews through 
education and religion or in effec- 
ttualizing the work of men like 
Claude Williams, James Patton, 
L. M. Birkhead and Reinhold 
Neibuhr, who are making heroic 
attempts to break down _ anti- 
Semitism among the rural and 
laboring populations. 

I do not think that this dis- 
tinguished body of anthropolo- 
gists, sociologists and psychia- 
trists will discover anything very 
new about anti-Semitism. The 
literature on the subject is quite 
vast already. Groups like the 
American Jewish Committee will 
go on spending their resources 
in this way because they are 
desperately anxious to put off 
facing the two really effective 
ways of combatting anti-Sem- 
itism. They shudaer at the 
thought of making democracy 
work because that means a sur- 
render of certain fat economic 
privileges they now enjoy. Equal- 
ly distasteful is the task of build- 
ing the inner dignity of the Jews 
through positive commitment to 
a Jewish way of life because 
they wish nothing better than to 
forget and have others forget 
the fact that they are Jews. 
Therefore, nothing salves the 
conscience more easily than a 
‘scientific approach to the prob- 
lem.’ It is a very dignified way 
of begging off. There are sharp 
implications in these statements. 
I make them after some experi- 
ence with the ways of the Com- 
mittee and after longer experi- 
ence with the problem of anti- 
Semitism.”

What Chances Are There for The Conference? 


HE difference between the first session of 
the American Jewish Conference held four- 

teer months ago in New York, and the one this 
Sunday through Tuesday in Pittsburgh, will 
be the difference between war and peace. 

Whereas the first session was almost unani- 
mous in its decisions, the second session bears 
all the earmarks of deteriorating into open 
fights with an actual breakdown of the mach- 
inery. P 

The lines of demarcation are as between the 
delegates from the local communities and those 
representing national organizations, and as be- 
tween those who feel that the Conference should 
not try to expand the scope of its activity and 
those who feel that in order to survive the 
Conference must begin to cope with problems 
that beset American Jewry. 

Much depends upon the national Jewish 
leadership. If they are intransigent and re- 


fuse to budge, attempting to retain their tight 
hold upon the Conference activities, then there 
may be an open revolt, leading to a withdrawal 
of a number of delegates. If the national Jew- 
ish leaders yield to the demands of the 375 
community delegates, then an open break may 
be averted. 

The Conference is at present at its lowest 
stage in standing in the American Jewish com- 
munity. Any untoward incidents will mean 
the death of this splendid attempt to bring 
some kind of unity into the American Jewish 
scene. 

Most likely, the Conference will vote to re- 
main within the mandate under which it was 
called; will take action to clarify its position 
in this respect, and then continue on its way 
to the same burial ground which has claimed 
every previous attempt at unity among UV, S. 
Jewry. 


Thanksgiving Day Statement on Negroes Praiseworthy 


so much praise cannot be given to the 
courageous and uniquely appropriate 
Thanksgiving Day statement of the Synagogue 
Council of America, in which it was urged that 
all barriers against full participation of Ameri- 
can Negroes in the life of our country be re- 
moved. 

That the Synagogue Council chose Thanks- 
giving to call attention to a brutal inequity in 
the situation of a minority group in our land 
is very fitting. 

The statement emphasizes also the fight 
being carried on by the American rabbinate 
for greater equality for all citizens, rich or 
poor, white or Negro, Jew or Gentile. 

“All barriers against the full participation 
of the Negroes in the economic,’ professional, 
patriotic, industrial, educational, artistic and 
recreational life of our country should be 
abolished,” the statement says. 

For those who contend, and a recent edi- 
torial in an Anglo-Jewish paper took just such 


a position, that the plight of the Negro is of 
little concern to the Jew, here is a succinct 
statement of the case by Rabbi Samuel S. May- 
erberg: 

“Israel lives today because of the cher- 
ished ideals he possesses, which have impelled 
him to speak out fearlessly, in all eras of 
history, against injustice and inhumanity 
wherever he has found it. Silence on moral 
questions means ruin for the Jew. It is al- 
together possible that the irrationality of 
anti-Semitism may persist for many decades. 
If the Jew is to be hated, then let him be 
hated because he has dared to stand adamant 
as champion of justice, righteousness, love 
and brotherhood. In this spirit I rejoice that 
my ancestors, among the countless gems of 
spiritual wisdom they conceived, created the 
great sentence: ‘Thou shalt not follow a mul- 
titude to do-evil; neither shalt thou bear wit- 
ness in a cause to turn aside after a multi- 
tude to pervert justice’.” (Exodus 23:2.) 


Why a J.D.C. Sabbath? 


HE Post doesn’t quite get the point of the 
Joint Distribution Committee Sabbath 
set for this coming Saturday in 2,000 congrega- 
tions throughout the country. It’s bad enough 
to have a Council of Jewish Women Sabbath, 
a Hadassah ‘Sabbath, an A.Z.A. Sabbath, and 
so on, but the J.D.C. is a money-raising organ- 
ization, and except for the fact that the or- 
ganization may get a little publicity, the usur- 
pation of the Sabbath is unwarranted. 

The thing is a little too easy to tear apart; 
for instance, suppose every Jewish organiza- 
tion, and they all have as much claim to do so 
as the J.D.C., were to demand a Sabbath. Where 


would the worshipping, be? You don’t have 
to answer that one. 

Of course, on these special occasions, which 
are asked for (demanded) by local chapters of 
national organizations like the Council and 
Hadassah, there’s the debatable contention that 
it brings members to services, but it is to be 
doubted whether this is on the credit side of the 
ledger. 

It seems to The Post that we are fooling 
ourselves all the way around. Services are 
for praying, and not for entertainment, not to 
aid organizations, and not for anybody’s pub- 
licity desires. 

Profaining the Sabbath, The Post calls it. 


The Best Safeguard Against Inflammatory Literature 


HE Post predicts the early end of The 
Gentile Co-operative Association. 

A recent court order following a hearing be-

American Jewish Committee Sabotaged Con- 
ference, Dr. Israel Goldstein Charges—The de- 
fection of the American Jewish Committee was 
hurtful beyond its immediate effects. A body 
representative of American Jews can get along 
without that relatively small group of unrepre- 
sentative hand-picked men. Unfortunately the 
American Jewish Committee controls the Joint 
Distribution Committee, and without the re- 
sources of the J. D. C. the Rescue and Postwar 
Commissions of the American Jewish Confer- 
ence cannot undertake full functional responsi- 
bilities and are therefore limited, a priori, in 
scope and influence. R 

Moreover, the defection of the American 
Jewish Committee and its subsequent program 
of independent action and public relations had 
an additional weakening effect upon the Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference. Consciously or not, 
the bodies which remained in the Conference 
may have felt obligated to keep their own iden- 
tity aggresively before the public eye, some- 
times perhaps at the expense of the Conference 
itself. They feared that otherwise the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee would actually enjoy a 
premium for having walked out of the Con- 
ference. 


Much as the fascist organizations prate about 
their strength and boast in their own publi- 
cations of the national figures behind them, 


they know that once their contributors are 
exposed to the light of public inquiry their 
cause is lost. 


That is why a law making it mandatory for 
those who pass out literature attacking a 
race or a creed to sign their names thereto 
is the best safeguard: against anti-Semitism 
possible in a democracy. 


Comment ‘ 


Such are some of the factors which pre- 
vented the American Jewish Conference from 
reaching the stature and the strength which 
the hour demanded. It would have been diffi- 
cult at best to harness forces accustomed to 
separate ways. Yet, it might have been man- 
aged. But when one segment fell out and suf- 
fered no effective repudiation from Jewish pub- 
lic opinion either in its fund-raising activities 
or in its representation before non-Jewish 
bodies, it was made many time more difficult 
for the Conference to achieve its objectives, to 
maintain its prestige, and to fulfill public ex- 
pectations. 


This fact will have to be recorded when the 
story of American Jewry’s attempt in a critical 
period of Jewish history to bring order out of 
confusion and unity out of discord is written. 


It remains to be seen whether Jewish com- 
munities will continue to reward the American 
Jewish Committee for its disservice to the cause 
of Jewish unity, by filling its coffers and pro- 
viding it with generous resources to carry on 
an active public relations program purporting to 
speak for American Israel.

The full text of President Roosevelt’s 
statement delivered by Senator Wagner 
follows: 


“Dear Bob, 


“Knowing that you are to attend the 
47th annual convention of the Zionist 
Organization of America, I ask you to 
convey to the delegates assembled my 
most cordial greetings. Please express 
my satisfaction that in accord with tra- 
ditional American policy, and in keep- 
ing with the spirit of the Four Free- 
doms, the democratic party at its July 
convention this year included the fol- 
lowing plank in its platform: 


.“*We favor the opening of Palestine 
to unrestricted Jewish immigration and 
colonization, and such a policy as to 
result in the establishment there of a 
free and democratic Jewish Common- 
wealth.’ 


“Efforts will be made to find ap- 
propriate ways and means of effectuat- 
ing this policy as soon as practicable. 
I know how long and ardently the Jew- 
ish people have worked and prayed for 
the establishment of Palestine as a free 
and democratic Jewish Commonwealth. 
[ am convinced that the American peo- 
ple give their support to this aim; and 
if re-elected I shall help to bring about 
its realization. With cordial regards 
and best wishes,

The Balfour Declaration

tear Lord Rothschild: 

I have much pleasure in conveying to you, 
on behalf of His Majesty’s Government, the 
following declaration of sympathy with Jew- 
ish Zionist. aspirations which has been sub- 
mitted to, and approved by, the Cabinet. 

“His Majesty’s Government view with 
favour the. establishment in Palestine of a 
national home for the Jewish people, and 
will use their best endeavours to facilitate 
the achievement of this object, it being 
clearly understood that nothing shall be 
done which may prejudice the civil and re- 
ligious rights of existing non-Jewish com- - 
munities in Palestine, or the rights and po- 
litical status enjoyed by Jews in any other 
country.” 

I should be grateful if you would bring 
this declaration to the knowledge of the 
Zionist Federation.
